demands it Principles liberal enough to satisly
present necessities, and men sensible enough to
foresee aud respect the aspiratious of the future,
might baye obluined withoat violent chnnges
the traps'ormation ol our couniry. Hut the
pereistence of au arbitrury policy, the obstinacy
of doing wrong and the blindness of Immorality
which, descending from a high quarter, has
commenced already to infilirate itsell into the
organization of society, atter having bepoisoned
the Government of the State, In mssluﬁ the
administration a policy of bargalning, and jus-
tice a pedestal for il iniqulties, have unfortu-
nately retarded all salutary concessions, and
jso'ated Epuain in the general movement of the
civilized nations of the globe, Teo arms,
citizens, to arme!

#cribes it in few bul evergetic words, The whole
cily was out, mud with oelight, men and wo nen
crowding round the successful General, em-
bracieg and thunking him, The Galitunos are
a demonstrative people, and on this ogession
they seem to have wlmost gone oub of their
penses with joy. One of the first things
to be done, now that all was secure in Cadiz,
was to send a messenger to Heville, and a
well-known progressisia jouroslist was  des

atehed thither. As soon as the chiefs of the

ribornl party heard of the success of the move-
ment at Uadiz they roge and the garrison rose,
and the whole city besides; and the Captuain.
General of the province, old weneral Vassallo,
who declined joiomng, received a pass apd de-
parted norithwards, A revolutionary committee
or junta was st once formed, having for its Pre-
sident Bepor Aristegul, well known and much
esteemed as u true, liberal, and disinterested
man, who has never held office, but has always
maintained & high reputation a8 an honorable
g:l.rlm..

Judge Conyngham conlinued:—I move, Mr.
President, that this memorisl and these pro-

Bat the movemeuts of Wormuld
on Sunday aud yesterday made hie bondsman
very circumspect, and yesterday aliernoon,
upon his hearing thuat the lostrions Boglisn
boxer, with his friends of the mayly art ol sell-
defense—~Joe Coburn, Dooney Hurris, Fa'ty
Weleh, Barney the Kid, and others—wore o
lesve the dust of Gotham for the ity of Phila-
